This suggests . that oll shares 
should have certain attractions 
for the investor who wants 
stobillly, But if oll prices have 
remained stable, this js partly 
due to the way {n which Amecri- 
ean producers hold buck produc- 
tion) through their ‘system of 
“pro-rationing.” ‘ 

Broadly speaking, the con- 
sumption of oll int highly- 
industrialised countries — varics 
with the yeneral state of trade. 
At tha moment It would be truc’ 
to say that there are. signs’ cf 
un oil surplus, except in the cause 
of aviation spirit, where there Is 
still a shortage, ~ * 

One explanation of this Is that 
the refinery capacity lost when 
the Persian authorities seized 
Abadan has now been regained 
by the opening of new refineries 
in Great Britaln and clsewhere. 

In fact, Great Britain now has, 
for the first time, a surplus of re 
fined ol} availuble for export. 
Again, whereas In 1950 and 1951

cent a year, in 1952 the increase 
was only & per cent. A fow 
months ago a pessimistic view 
was taken of the 1953 crate of 
increase, but some people are 
now feeling more hopeful. 


MORE COMPETITION 


So fur as world demand for oll 
went, there was a boom during 
the two years following the out- 
break of the Korean war. 

The boom is now over, and 
demand has shrunk to normal 
dimensions. Simultancously the 
Increase ln refinery capacity 
meang that the industry has 
become much more competitive.
